Every output: of 
enereyv from the wayside blacksmith shop to 
the mammoth manufactory, was inspected and 
and sssessed, The products of cultivated field 
and unbroken forest were alike examined and 
reported, Streams were draggod and made to 
disclose thelr animate and  inawinaie 
treasures: and the ocean itself was 
searched in this restless seeking afier tacts 
The earth was made to bring out all its treas- 
ures, and the luistory of the wayward wincls 
was Ww Aiter counting the pens, the 
census began to inquire into their con quel 
Their habits, creeds, and every phase of heir 
social condition were ascertained. heir 
crimes and the penaltics therefor were careful- 
ly noted, Their habits of life were studied 
Diseases of all kinds were subjected to st atisti- 
cal scrutiny.

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THE FIRST CENSUS 

which was taken in 1790 in accordance with 
the constitutional requirement aimed only at 
an cunmeration of the people for the purposes 
of apportioning representation in congress and 
direct taxation for the support of the general 
government, It showed a population of littl 
over four million, The second and third cen- 
suses were equally simple. In 1510 Albert 
Gallatin, then secretary of the treasury, pro- 
posed that statistics of industries shoald 
taken and the idea was scout- 
as extra-constitutional and extavagant.

$30,000. It was not until 1840 that any 
eral statistics were taken with the census, and 
they were on an extremely modest plan com 
pared to the system of the tenth census.

Then it was 23 miles east of Bil- 
timore.

Austin, Texas, December 26.—Two terrible 
crimes were committed in this city last night, 
fter midnight, which will undoubtedly result 
in three deaths, and there is no telling how 
many lynchings. During the past year Austin 
has been horrified every few weeks by some 
dastardly attack on servant women, both white 
and colored. Tully a dozen servants have 
been outraged and eight murdered within this 
period. The crimes all bore evidence of being 
perpetrated by the same person. Every effort 
is being made to apprehend the criminals, 
skilled detectives being employed, Many ne- 
groes were arrested and put through a rigid 
examination, but-mothing came of the efforts, 
Many citizens and some officials “held 
to the theory that thé crimes “were 
perpetrated by some insane person who 
cunningly devised how he could shed woman's 
blood without apprehension. About midnight 
last night W. TP ilaneock k, a well-to-do car- 
penter, residing at 203 Water street, was 
awakened by groans.

Congress and Economy. 

* ‘The re publican managers would rejoice to 
see congress fling away money on the Hen- 
nepin canal, and Captain Eads’s scheme and 
other projects of like nature, but the republi- 
can managers will not be gratified. The 
promises of Chicago are too fresh in the 
minds of all, and the interests and traditional 
policy of the democratic party are too plain, 


to admit of extravagance at this session of 


congress. The newspaper correspondents 
predict an era of wild expenditure, but these 
men are in the habit of making such predic- 
tions at the opening of each congress ; and as 
they have before been mistaken, so they wil! 
be this time. 

Of course there will be bills without num- 
ber, but bills introduced, and bills passed, 
are two very different things. In the last 
congress thousands of bills were introduced, 
but only 146 became laws. Bills are like 
snits in court—-many are started, but few 
come to anything. Very few bills will be 
passed by the present congress, and the 
chances are that not one of a wholly waste- 
ful nature will become a law. 

The entire situation is adverse to extrava- 
gant expenditures. The democrats of the 
house are anxious to make a record for econ- 
omy. Ifthey passa measure of extrava- 
gance, the republican senate will crush it tn 
a desire to make a similar record. If a 
measure is log-rolled through both houses, 
ihe president, who is an economist from 
head to toe, will be sure to set down on it; 
and, aitogether there is no chance to get a 
clear unmitigated job through both houses 
and the white house. It will fail in one of 
the three houses—certainly in the last of the 
three. The jobbers understand the situa- 
tion, and they will not be apt to spend 
money to secure a veto.

DRAKEFORD DEAD. 


ONE OF THE NEGROES SHOT ON 
MARIETTA STREET, EXPIRES. 


Three Negro Men Attend a Nickel Club Without 
anh Invitation—They Are Asked to Leave, aud 
Failing to Pick a Quarrel, One of Them 
Throws a Stone in the§#Window. 


William Drakeford, one of the two negre 
men who were shot Christmas eve night, died 
yesterday morning. 

Drakeford’s death adds another murder to 
the cr’minal history of Fulton county. 

On Christmas eve a nickel club had an enter- 
tainment at a colored man’s -house, on Martin 
street. The club is made up of wo¥thy colored 
people and their gatherings are always quiet 
and orderly. On the night in question William 
Drakeford and Gilliam McDonald, two bosom 
friends, were at the club meeting and were 
among the leaders in the dance and other 
amusements. The club generally

but upon this eccasion decided to disregard 
the midnight hours and enjoy themselves un- 
til Christmas day was on hand.

Whitaker was generally known as a bad negro, 
and those who heard threat to break up 
the party believed that he would keep it. 

And he did. 

Soon after the three darkies left the house 
a large stone crashed through one of the win- 
dows and dropped upon the fioor among the 
dancers. The rattling noise made by the 
breaking glass followed quickly by the dull 
heavy sound of the large stone upon the floor 
created quite a stampede among the dancers. 
The belles screamed and rushed to the center 
of the room huddled together while several of

WHO THREW THE STONE, 

Drakeford and McDonald were among the 
first who left the house, and were vigilant in 
searching the yard, but failed to find anybody. 
Some little time was consumed in exploring 
the yard, and then the men started back into 
the house, but when they stepped upon the 
verandah some one saw three men standing 
in the street. Drakeford, McDonald and others 
went out to the men and found that they were 
Ston, Pervis.arnd Whitaker, the three who 
had been invited to leave the house. AS Suont 
as McDonald recognized the three men he said 
to Whitaker: 

“Why did you throw that rock?’ 

“What rock?’ asked Whitaker, innocently. 
‘The reck that broke that window,” an- 
swered McDonald. 

“I never threw it,” said Whitaker-

“But you did, for I saw the rock in your 
pocket when you were in the house,” said Mc- 
Donald. 

“If you say that you saw a rock in my pock- 
et,” replied Whitaker, angrily, ‘‘you are a liar, 
and I’) blow your brains out.” 

This threat appeared to tame McDonald, 
and ina milder and pleasanter way he con- 
tinued to talk. Finally Whiitaker 
convinced McDonald that he did not throw 
the stone, and asked McDonald to shake 
hands. As he suggested the hand-shaking, 
Whitaker started towards McDonald, who 
backed away. Whitaker, however, continued 
to advance towards McDonald, and when 
within a few feet of him, fired. Just before 
Whitaker fired Draketord stepped 
up to McDonald’s side wad 
immediately after the discharge 

DRAKEFORD DROPPED TO THE GROUND. 
Two other shots followed the tirst in rapid su >- 
cession, and with the second report McDonald 
dropped to the ground beside Drakeford. The 
pistol shots created the wildest excitement in 
the crowd, and Harris, Whitaker, and Scott 
walked av ay 

After dropping to the ground McDonald 
arose and walked some twenty steps and 
dropped again. Some friends then helped him 
into a house near by. Drakeford never got up 
and was carried into the same house. Both 
men were badly shot, and messengers were 
sent hurriedly for physicians. Drs. 
and Benson responded, and were 
in stating that Deakeford’s wound was 
wiortal. Christmas fPnorning Dr. Howell was 
called in and indorsed what Drs. Elkin and 
Benson had said. Drakeford lingered until 
yesterday morning and died. 

SEARCHING FOR WHITAKER. 

As- soon as intelligence of the shooting 
reached police headquarters Captain Russell 
began investigating ft! natier, With consider 
able trouble he asecriained that. the 
shooting wis done ; Whitaker 
and that Scott or liarris one 
had furnish pistol. The captain then 
began searching for the three men, 
ceeced In | nding Scott and Harris, but 
aker had slipped out. 

Coroner Haynes held an inquest yesterday 
over the body, and a half dozen witnesses 
were cxamined. Every witness except one 
said that Whitaker shot both men ; one witness 
was of the opinion that Whitaker shot McDon- 
ald, and that Scott shot Deakeford. The jury 
returned a verdict charging Whitaker with 
Drakeford’s deati. 

Drakeford was a young negro of good char- 
acter. He was ason of the blacksmith by that 
name. His remains were taken in charge by 
Lee, the colored undertaker, and his funeral 
will occur today from the Congregational 
church on Honston street, the Rev. Dr. Kent 
ofliciating. During the inquest an autopsy 
was made by Drs.gHowell”and Boring, and the 
course of the ball traced.

CLEMENT’S CAPERS. 


HE LEAVES THE CITY PRISON 
WITH THE DETECTIVE. 


And Is Subsequently Seen onthe Street at Liberty 
~ The Lousiana Officer Comes After the Pris- 
oner—He Cannot Be Found in Jail, but 

° is Afterwards Arrested—His Story. 


Quite a sensation developed at police head- 
quarters y esterday. 

It was in connection 
the man who was arrested last 
Detective Gloer, of the 
agency. 

Clements made his “escape” night before 
last, and was rearrested yesterday morning. 

When Clements was given a cell in the city 
prison Monday last by Detective Gloer the de- 
tective stated that Clements was wanted in 
Lousiana for murder, and that there was a 
thousand dollars reward for his arrest. After 
Clements was locked up he talked fresly to all 
who visited him, and told strong stories He 
admitted that he was Tom Clements, of Alex- 
exandria, La., and that 

HE WAS GUILTY OF MURDER 

and that there was a standing reward of a 
thousand dollars for him. He 
stated that his father was wealthy 
and that in accordance with his father’s 
request he _ forfeited a ten  thonsand 
dollar bond and skipped. On the day 
that Detective Gloer arrested Clements he 
opened telegraphic correspondence with the 
officials at Alexandria and was notified that an 
ofticer would come for Clements. 

Christmas morning Winburn,the head of the 
iation for which Detective Gloer works, 
ched Atlanta and that night he and his 
loye wentto police ‘headquarters and 

talk- with Clements. This was about 
eight o’clock. After 

TALKING TO THE 
awhile Detective Gloer approached station- 
house-keeper Buchanan, and asked: 

“How much isthe billfor keeping Cilem- 
ents?’ 

“Two dollars and eighty cents,” answered 
Mr. Buchanan after looking at the books. 

“All right, I want to pay the bill and take 
him away.” 

7. hen?’ asked Mr. Buchanan. 

‘Tonight, but I don’t want you to say 
thing about it tonight so that the morning 
papers will get hold of it. I am afraid we 
will be interrupted,” said the detective, as he 
banded the money to Mr. Buchanan. 

Secn after pity ing the money to Mr. Buchan- 
an Detective Gloer and Clements,the prisoner, 
waiked out of the prison, and nothing was 
thought of it by those present. 

CLEMENTS DEMANDED. 

Early yesterday morning a stranger ap- 
peared at police headquarters and, introducing 
himself to Chief Connolly, showed his au- 
thority as an‘oflicer of Louisiana and asked for 
the prisoner. Chicf Connolly, who at that 
time knew nothing of the transaction of the 
previous night, conducted the sheriff to the 
corridor about the cells and began searching 
for Clements, but he could not be found. 
Every cell was visited, but the prisoner was 
not there. While the search was going on 
some one stated that Clements had been seen 
on the streets early in the morning apparently 
at liberty. Chief Connolly could not under- 
stand this and at once instructed the force 

TO ARREST CLEMENTS 

and bring him in. About noon Lynam and 
Smith found the man and led him to the city 
prison where he made a very sensational state- 

ment. Clements says that when Detectives 

Winburn and Gloer called to see him Saturday 
D ight, Winburn asked: 

“Have youany money?” 

“Not a cent,” he answered. 

“Well, that’s all right, you shall have all 
need when we take you out.” 

This, the prisoner said, convinced him that 
he would not be taken back to Louisiana. Af- 
ter Winburn had talked awhile he left and 
then Deteetive Glocr led him to one side and 
remarked :
